The  Langunilla  River  became  a  rushing  wall  of  mud  that

We  don’t  yet  know  the  full  scope  of  the 
tragedy.” 

Caracol  radio  said  the  ash  fall  was  so  heavy  at  1  p.m. 
Thursday  that  “it  looked  like  nighttime.”  It  quoted  nation¬ 
al  university  geologists  about  the  lava  flow,  but  they  did 
not  say  how  large  it  was  or  give  its  direction. 

A  Civil  Defense  spokesman,  Maj.  Hugo  Ardila,  told  a 
midday  news  conference  in  Bogota  that  about  10,000  peo¬ 
ple  had  been  found  alive  in  Armero  up  to  that  time. 

They  climbed  trees,  clung  to  roofs  above  the  mud,  and 
huddled  behind  a  sturdy  concrete  cemetery  wall  that 
didn’t  fall. 

One  of  them,  Edeliberto  Nieto,  told  IRCN  radio:  “We 
heard  a  frightening  noise,  and  then  a  blast  of  wind  hit  us 
and  we  saw  fire  falling  from  the  sky.  It  was  horrible,  so 
horrible!  My  wife  was  killed.  My  mother  was  killed.  My 
little  girl  who  would  have  been  four  years  old  tomorrow 
died.  One  of  my  sisters  was  killed  and  one  of  my  little 
nephews.” 

Marina  Franco  de  Huez  told -the  radio:  “The  ash  rain 
increased  and  the  whole  world  began  to  scream.  I  woke  up 
my  daughter  and  we  ran  out  to  one  of  the  streets  around 
the  cemetery.  More  than  half  of  the  population  was  buried 


under  a  torrent  of  mud  that  came  with  a  horrible  noise.  It  and  five  bridges  leading  to  it,  Caracol  said,  quoting  Civil 
dragged  houses,  cattle,  tree  stumps  and  gigantic  rocks.

The  220  LDS  missionaries  working  in  Colombia  are  all 
reported  to  be  safe,  but  the  status  of  area  members 
ofThe  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  still 
unknown,  church  spokesman,  Don  LeFevre,  said 
Thursday. 

No  official  reports  have  yet  been  received  concerning 
the  safety  of  the  members,  but  there  are  no  branches  of 
the  church  there,  said  LeFevre.  As  of  January,  1084 
there  were  40,000  members  of  the  church  there. 

Although  telephone  lines  may  be  down,  students  can 
make  contact  with  relatives  in  Colombia.  The  BYU 
Amateur  Radio  Club  has  a  short  wave  radio  tuned  in  to 
Colombia  now,  and  is  available  to  students  to  contact 


relatives  there,  said  club  member  Richard  Kohler,  a 
junior  from  Provo,  majoring  in  Industrial  Education. 

“We  have  members  who  speak  Spanish,”  Kohler  said. 
Any  requests  for  communication  on  the  radio  should  go 
to  181  ELWC. 

“There  will  be  someone  here  almost  constantly,”  he 
said. 

Some  members  of  the  club  located  throughout  the 
United  States  have  put  together  supplies  and  are  flying 
them  to  Colombia,  said  Chuck  McCown,  a  sophomore 
from  Dufur,  Ore.,  majoring  in  Electrical  Engineering. 

Supplies  are  being  sent  in  to  help  keep  communication 
lines  open  constantly,  McCown  said.

Making  only  brief  mention  of  the  problems  that  continue  to 
separate  the  two  sides  at  the  arms  control  negotiating  table, 
Reagan  expressed  some  hope  for  progress. 

“If  we  both  reduce  the  weapons  of  war,  there  would  be  no 
losers,  only  winners,”  he  said.  And  he  defended  his  “Star  Wars” 
research  program  the  Soviets  so  strongly  oppose  by  adding,  “The 
whole  world  would -benefit  if  we  could  both  abandon  these 
weapons  altogether  and  move  to  non-nuclear  defensive  systems 
that  threaten  no  one.” 

Gorbachev  contends  the  proposed  defense  space  shield  that 
Reagan  calls  his  Strategic  Defense  Initiative  would,  if  it  can  be 
developed,  giye  the  United  States  the  capability  to  strike  first 
against  the  Soviet  Union  while  risking  relatively  slight  damage 
to  its  own  people. and  weapons. 

“We  go  without  illusion,  but  with  hope,”  Reagan  said,  calling  it 
“not  an  impossible  dream  that  we"  can  begin  to  reduce  nuclear 
arsenals,  reduce  the  risk  of  war  and  build  a  solid  foundation  for 
peace.”  ggfflig  ;

Senator  Orrin  Hatch  agrees  with 
Soceneantu’s  views  and  wrote  recently 
that  “it’s  vital  for  the  American  people  to 
tell  President  Reagan  to  stand  firm  in 
Geneva.” 

Hatch  said  the  Soviets  have  tunneled 


over  $40  million  into  encouraging  U.S.  dis¬ 
armament  in  the  past  two  years. ' 

“Every  time  a  new  Russian  leader  is 
picked,  our  press  reproduces  press  re¬ 
leases  from  Pravda  saying  that  the  new 
leader  wants  peace  and  arms  control,” 
Hatch  said.  “In  the  meantime  they  gobble 
up  more  free  countries,  cause  disturb¬ 
ances  in  others  and  build  more  and  more 
nuclear  weapons.” 

Hatch  said  Russian  propaganda  is 
dangerous  because  by  the  year  1989  the 
Russians  will  have  the  technology  to 
attack  and  destroy  the  United  States 
without  fear  of  retaliation  unless  some¬ 
thing  is  done  about  it. 

“The  major  reason  the  Russians  aren’t 
being  more  aggressive  is  because  they 
don’t  yet  have  the  technology  to  track  our 
nuclear  subs,”  Hatch  said,  “But  they  will 
in  the  next  few  years.” 

Sensitivity  to  threat  of  communism 

“In  order  to  be  sensitive  to  the  threat  of 
communism,  you  have  to.  go  through  a 
trauma  similar  to  the  one  I  did,”  Socenean¬ 
tu  said.  “People  don’t  worry  about  com-- 
munism  unless  they  are  confronted  with 
it,  but  people  better  worry  anyway.” 
Soceneantu  said  the  Russians  have  nib¬ 
bled  away  at  weak  countries  until  present- 
ly  they  control  half  of  the  world. 


Hundreds  view  Ramses  daily; 
attendance  gains  momentum

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More  than  84,789  tickets  have  been  sold  in  the  first  month 
the  Ramses  II  exhibit  has  been  open  to  the  public. 

Hundreds  of  people  are  viewing  the  artifacts  located  in  the 
Monte  L.  Bean  Museum.  So  far,  more  than  20,000  people  a 
week  have  been  coming  through,  said  Douglas  Cox,  assistant 
director  of  the  Bean  Museum. 

According  to  Cox,  although  the  original  estimate  that 
500,000  tickets  would  be  sold  is  nothin  synch  with  current 
projections  of  attendance,  it  is  expected- attendance  will  gain 
enough  momentum  to  meet  and  even  surpass  the  original  goal. 

Group  attendance  may  be  the  key.  “For  example,  Monday 
morning  there  were  four  school  groups  from  surrounding  high 1 
schools,  junior  highs  and  elementary  schools.  Just  with  those 
groups,  there  were  about  400  students  who  came  through  at 
the  same  time,”  said  Cox. 

Besides  school  groups,  there  are  a  lot  of  families,  older 
people  and  students  who  are  coming  individually  to  see  the 
artifacts.  There  is  a  continous  flow  of  visitors  throughout  the 
day,  he  said. 

Those  who  would  like  to  avoid  the  crowds  should  plan  to 
come  early  in  the  morning,  during  lunch  time  or  late  afternoon 
hours,  said  Cox. 


“People  have  come  up  to  me  and  expressed  amazement  at 
the  preparations  we  have  done  to  the  museum  for  the  exhibit. 
They  thoroughly  enjoy  the  artifacts  and  find  them  wonderful 
and  amazing,”  said  Cox. 

As  well  as  major  remodeling,  some  minor  adjustments  had 
to  be  made  in  the  museum,  such  as  the  placement  of  signs  to 
direct  the  flow  of  traffic  through  the  museum.  Nearly  every¬ 
thing  that  has  already  been  done  is  working  out  well,  said  Cox. 

The  hosts  and  hostesses  are  working  hard,  he  said.  They  are 
doing  a  good  job,  though  they  are  still  learning  and  getting 
established  in  the  museum.  When  visitors  ask  questions  of  the 
guides,  a  group  will  gather  around  them  to  listen  to  what  they 
have  to  say  about  the  artifacts,  said  Cox. 

“Now  that  the  artifacts  are  settled  in,  we  are  able  to  work  on 
other  projects  we  had  to  set  aside.  We  are  getting  back  to  our 
routine  of  work,”  said  Cox. 

Cox  said  the  future  success  of  the  exhibit  through-increased 
attendance  looks  positive.  Because  the  number  of  patrons 
increases  each  week,  Cox  said  he  thinks  word  of  mouth  is 
playing  a  big  role  in  bringing  people  out.  Advertisement  re¬ 
sponse  is  also  responsible  for  increased  attendance,  he  said.

Congress  OKs  increase 
of  national  debt  limit; 
$1.9  trillion  credit  line 


Standing  guard 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  government’s 
latest  fiscal  mess  was  temporarily  cleaned  up 
Thursday  after  the  House  gave  final  congressional 
approval  to  interim  legislation  raising  federal  bor¬ 
rowing  authority  —  the  national  debt  limit  —  to 
$1.9  trillion. 

Voice-vote  approval 

With  no  debate  and  only  about  two  dozen  mem¬ 
bers  present,  the  House,  on  a  voice  vote,  approved 
the  legislation  that  postpones  a  credit  crunch 
through  Dec.  6  by  raising  the  government’s  $1,824 
trillion  line  of  credit  by  $80.  billion. 

It  now  goes  to  the  White  House  for  President 
Reagan’s  expected  signature. 

The  Senate  passed  the  measure  on  a  voice  vote 
Wednesday  night. 

Senate  Majority  Leader  Robert  Dole,  R-Kah., 
said  the  action  would  “relieve  the  president  of  any 
burden  while  he  was  at  the  summit”  next  week  with 
Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev. 

Stop  issuing  checks 

Without  action,  the  government  would  have 
been  in  default.  The  president  had  ordered  federal 
agencies  to  stop  issuing  new  checks  starting  Friday 


if  Congress  had  not  increased  the  debt  limit. 

Attached  to  the  legislation  is  an  extension  until 
Dec.  15  of  the  16-cent-a-pack  federal  tax  on 
cigarettes. 

Congress  has  not  completed  action  on  pending 
legislation  making  the  16-cent  tax  permanent  and 
without  the  extension  the  tax  would  have  dropped 
to  8  cents  per  pack  after  midnight  Thursday. 

Limit  on  Medicare 

The  temporary  bill  also  would  extend  until 
Dec.  14  a  government  program  of  aid  to  workers 
and  companies  hurt  by  competition  from  imports,  a 
limit  on  the  size  of  federal  Medicare  reimburse¬ 
ments  to  doctors  and  hospitals,  and  the  method  of 
calculating  benefits  for  unemployed  railroad 
workers. 

Those  programs  also  were  expiring  Thursday. 

In  September,  the  Reagan  administration  asked 
Congress  to  increase  the  debt  limit  from  its  current 
level  to  $2,078  trillion. 

But  that  necessary  legislation  has  become  tang¬ 
led  in  congressional  wrangling  over  rival  plarts  pas¬ 
sed  by  the  House  and  Senate  to  force  a  balanced 
budget  by  the  end  of  the  decade.

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  The  archbishop  of 
Canterbury’s  troubleshooter  said  Thursday  he  was 
in  contact  with  the  kidnappers  who  are  holding  at 
least  four  Americans  hostage.  He  warned  that  if 
anything  goes  wrong,  he  and  the  hostages  might  be 
killed. 

“They’re  taking  a  risk,  obviously,  in  meeting  me, 
just  as  much  as  I’m  taking  a  risk  meeting  them  .  .  . 
A  wrong  move  and  people  could  lose  their  lives, 
including  myself,”  said  Terry  Waite. 

Waite,  46,  stressed  that  his  efforts  to  free  the 
Americans  have  “reached  a  critical  and  dangerous 
stage  ...  I  have  been  in  touch  (with  the  kidnap¬ 
pers).  Progress  has  been  made  and  we  are  moving 
forward.” 

He  would  not  identify  the  kidnappers,  who  are 
believed  to  be  Shiite  Moslem  fundamentalists.  “I 
want  to  protect  them  as  much  as  I  want  to  protect 
myself,  ”  he  said.  “I  really  do  have  to  just  drop  out  of 
the  picture.  I’m  prepared  to  go  anywhere,  having 
got  this  far  —  within  reason.”

Yurchenko  insists  CIA 
abducted,  drugged  him 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Vitaly  Yurchenko,  denying 
he  defected  and  scorning  questions  about  his  con¬ 
nection  to  the  KGB,  made  his  first  public  appear¬ 
ance  in  the  Soviet  Union  Thursday  and  insisted  he 
was  kidnapped  and  drugged’  by  the  CIA. 

Flanked  by  Soviet  officials,  Yurchenko  appeared 
at  a  news  conference  in  a  Foreign  Ministry  auditor¬ 
ium  packed  with  Western  reporters  and  Soviet 
journalists. 

Yurchenko  left  the  United  States  on  Nov.  6  in  a 
surprise  ending  to  what  the  State  Department  said 
was  a  defection  three  months  earlier  by  one  of  the 
KGB’s  senior  spies. 

He  said  he  was  abducted  Aug.  1  on  the  steps  of 
St.  Peter’s  Basilica  in  Rome  and  taken  to  Washing¬ 
ton,  where  he  was  first  kept  in  a  hospital  and  then  in 
a  CIA  “safe  house”  in  the  suburb  of  Frederick¬ 
sburg,  Va. 

Yurchenko,  flatly  denying  that  he  defected,  said 
CIA  agents  gave  him  drugs  and  tried  to  convince 
him  he  was  a  traitor  to  his  homeland. 


TEL  AVIV,  Israel  (AP)  —  Ariel  Sharon  gave 
Prime  Minister  Shimon  Peres  an  apology  of  sorts 
late  Thursday  for  criticizing  his  policies,  thus  en¬ 
ding  a  crisis  that  nearly  brought  down  the  coalition 
government,  other  Cabinet  ministers  reported. 

The  prime  minister  said  Wednesday  he  intended 
to  fire  the  outspoken  Sharon,  who  is  trade  and 
industry  minister.

Utahns  must  be  alert 
to  catch  view  of  comet 

People  need  to  make  effort  to  see  phenomenon 


Contrary  to  popular  belief,  it  will  not  be  easy  to 
See  Halley’s  comet  streaking  across  the  sky  in  this 
area. 

j  According  to  Irvin  G.  Bassett,  professor  of  phy¬ 
sics  and  astronomy,  from  this  region’s  vantage 
point,  the  comet  will  generally  be  hard  to  see. 

“Unless  people  make  an  effort  to.see  the  comet, 
they  won’t,”  Bassett  said. 

|  During  other  passings  of  the  earth,  the  comet  has 
come  as  close  as  3  million  miles  from  the  earth.  This 
time  it  will  not  get  closer  than  39  million  miles. 

When  to  view 

The  best  time  to  see  the  comet  will  be  between 
today  and  Sunday  if  the  weather  is  clear.  “To  view 
the  comet  at  its  best,  you  must  be  far  away  from 
Pity  lights  and  have  a  good  pair  of  binoculars,”  said

Comet  cames  from  and  where  it  is  going.  The  first 
recorded  time  it  passed  the  earth  was  240  B.C. 
Comet  caused  frenzy 

When  the  comet  paid  its  last  visit  to  the  sun  in 
1910,  people  Sealed  their  doors  and  windows  and 
bought  gas  masks  and  “comet  pills”  as  protection 
against  the  noxious  vapors  as  a  portion  of  Halley’s 
tail  swept  across  the  earth.  Many  suicides  were  also 
reported  during  this  time. 

‘Dirty  snowball’ 

Astronomers  say  comets  are  just  huge,  dirty 
snowballs  that  obey  the  laws  of  physics.  The  comets 
in  our  galaxy  have  been  caught  in  orbits  around  the 
sun  because  of  gravity.  Halley’s  Comet  takes 
approximately  76  years  to  complete  an  orbit. 

Halley’s  comet  travels  at  speeds  up  to  2,000  miles 
per  hour  and  as  slow  as  one  inch  per  hour  when  it  is 
farthest  away  from  the  sun. 

Five  space  craft  have  been  designed  specifically 
for  the  study  of  this  comet.  “  Russians,  Japanese 
and  Americans  Mike  will  take  measurements  and 
images  of  the  comet,”  said  Bassett. 

Goodyear  blimp 
has  competitor 
for  ruler  of  sky 

WASHINGTON 
(AP).  r-  Goodyear 
blimps,'  rulers  of  the 
skies  over  America’s 
football  stadiums  ever 
since  the  marriage  of 
sport  and  television  be¬ 
came  big  business,  are 
facing  a  new  challenge 
from  McBLIMP. 

McDonald’s  Corp.’s 
giant  red  and  yellow 
flying  machine  made  its 
nationally  televised  de¬ 
but  last  weekend  over 
Baltimore  and  Washing¬ 
ton  in  what  promises  to 
be  the  first  skirmish  of  a 
so-far  friendly  blimp 
war. 

Spokesmen  for  both 
corporations  were  care¬ 
ful  not  to  draw  their 
swords  Monday;  but 
both  made  subtle  par¬ 
ries,  McDonald's  point¬ 
ing  out  that  its  leased 
airship  was  a  bit  bigger, 
while  the  Goodyear  peo¬ 
ple  noted  slyly  that  the 
budding  foe’s  was  built 
in  Germany. 

The  presence  of  a 
Goodyear  blimp  over 
major  media  events  has 
been  an  expected  sight 
for  years. 

Odd  as  it  may  seem, 
Goodyear  has  no  long¬ 
term  commitment  with 
the  Nation’s  television 
networks  for  the  expo¬ 
sure.  Each  event  is 
handled  as  a  one-shot 
deal,  and,  with  a  multi- 
million  dollar  TV  adver¬ 
tising  budget,  McDo¬ 
nald’s  will  be  a  major 
force  if  it  chooses  to  send 
McBlimp  head-to-head 
against  the  Goodyear 
fleet.

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Bowl  officials  swarm 
to  WAC's  dramatic 
'Clash  of  the  Titans'

Fans  in  Cougar  Stadium  and  a  re¬ 
gional  TV  audience  will  witness  the 
“Clash  of  the  WAC  Titans,”  as  nine¬ 
time  defending  conference  champion 
BYU  hosts  fourth-ranked  Air  Force, 
undefeated  in  13  straight  games. 

Game  time  is  noon  Saturday,  and 
another  capacity  crowd  of  65,000  is 
expected  to  attend  the  game.  Weath¬ 
er,  which  could  play  a  major  factor  in 
the  contest,  should  be  moderate  — 
temperatures  in  the  mid-40s  With 
partly  cloudy  skies  and  a  20  percent 
chance  of  showers. 

"We're  going  to  play 
our  very  best  game  of 
the  year  .  .  I  think 
they'll  (Air  Force) 
have  to  play  awfully 
well  to  beat  us."

Representatives  from  13  bowls  will 

be  in  the  pressbox  scouting  both 
teams,  including  officials  from  all 
New  Year’s  Day  contests. except  the 
Rose  Bowl,  BYU  will  also  face  an  un¬ 
precedented  crush  of  media  personnel 
covering  the  game,  including  two  wri¬ 
ters  from  Sports  Illustrated ;  - 

Both  team  have  a  lot  at  stake.  With 
a  victory,  Air  Force  would  be  staring 
in  the  face  a  possible  date  for  the 
national  championship  against  Penn 
State  in  the  Fiesta  Bowl,  or  at  the 
least,  put  themselves  in  good  position 
for  winning  the  national  title.  Hang¬ 
ing  in  the  balance  for  the  Cougars  is 
their  lOth-straight  conference  cham¬ 
pionship  —  always  the  top  priority  in 
the  B  YU  program.  A  win  would  also 
establish  BYU  as  a  frontrunner  for  a 
Fiesta  Bowl  berth. 

This  one  has  all  the  ingredients  to 
be  the  biggest  game  in  WAC  history. 


Certainly,  Air  Force  is  the  highest- 
ranked  opponent  BYU  has  faced  so 
late  in  a  season. 

“Air  Force  is  in  a  similar  situation 
that  we  were  in  a  year  ago ,  ”  said  BYU 
Head  Coach  LaVell  Edwards.  “They 
are  on  a  roll  —  they  have  a  lot  going 
for  them,  but  we  feel  we  have  a  lot 
going  for  us,  too. 

“We’re  going  to  play  our  very  best 
game  of  the  year,  I  think,  and  if  they 
beat  us,  they’ll  deserve  all  the  praise 
they  get.  But  I  think  they’ll  have  to 
play  awfully  well  to  beat  us,”  Ed¬ 
wards  said. 

“We’re  certainly  happy  with  our 
season,”  said  Falcon  Head  Coach 
Fisher  DeBerry.  “These  young  men 
are  very  deserving.  They  believe  in 
themselves  and  know  they  can  find  a 
way  to  win.” 

The  battle  of  the  WAC  juggernauts 
figures  to  showcase  a  scoring  duel  be¬ 
tween  BYU’s  aerial  circus  and  the 
Academy’s  ground-oriented  wish¬ 
bone  attack.  The  Cougars  lead  the  na- 
tjon  in  passing  offense  and  total 
offense  (367.9  and  518.1  yards  per 
game,  respectively),  while  the  Fal¬ 
cons  are  tops  in  the  nation  in  scoring 
offense  (39.8  points  per  game). 

However,  defense  will  be  the  key 
ingredient  in  determing  the  victor  as 
both  Air  Force  (6th)  and  BYU  (7th) 
are  NCAA  leaders  in  scoring  defense. 

“BYU  has  no  weaknesses,”  said 
DeBerry.  “They  have  an  explosive 
offense  that  can  put  points  on  the 
board.  But  their  strength  might  be  in 
the.  defense.  They  have  very  fine 
people.” 

Edwards  was  equally,  com¬ 
plimentary.  “Much  has  been  said  ab¬ 
out  Air  Force’s  offense,  but  the  fact 
remains  they,  have  a  very  good  de¬ 
fense  and  a  fine  kicking  game.” 

The  Falcons  are  led  defensively  by 
linebacker  Terry  Maki,  who  was 
named  player  of  the  week  by  Sports 
Illustrated  for  his  30-tackle  perform¬ 
ance  during  Air  Force’s  21-15  win 
over  Notre  Dame.  Not  surprisingly, 
Maki  —  the  WAC’s  defending 
heavyweight  wrestling  champion  — 


leads  the  team  with  122  tackles. 

Preseason  All-American  candidate 
Scott  Thomas  is  the  key  man  in  the 
Falcon  secondary.  They  will  receive  a 
stern  test  Saturday.  Thomas  is  third 
on  the  team  with  73  tackles  and  has 
nabbed  five  interceptions  from  his 
free  safety  position. 

Offensively,  Air  Force  runs  “the 
best  wishbone  attack  of  this  decade,” 
according  to  Claude  Bassett,  BYU 
linebacker  coach.  Senior  quarterback 
Bart  Weiss  handles  the  baton  for  the 
well-orchestrated  Falcon  attack. 
Weiss  needs  just  46  yards  rushing  to 


become  the  third  player  in  NCAA  his¬ 
tory  to  run  and  pass  for  more  than 
1,000  yards  in  a  season.  He  currently 
has  954  yards  rushing  and  1,208  pas¬ 
sing. 

Weiss’  top  receiver  is  split  end  Ken 
Carpenter.  He  has  caught  35  passes 
for  731  yards  and  three  TDs. 

The  Falcons  sport  the  nation’s  lead¬ 
ing  punter  in  ark  Simon,  who  aver¬ 
ages  47.8  yards  per  kick. 

The  Cougars  aren’t  exactly  the  Sis¬ 
ters  of  the  Poor,  however.  Like  fine 
non-alcoholic  sparkling  cider,  the 
BYU  defense  improves  with  age.  The 


Cougars  have  registered  back-to- 
back  shutouts  against  Wyoming  and 
Utah  State.  In  the  last  ten  quarters  of 
play,  the  defense  has  allowed  only  one 
field  goal. 

Linebacker  Kurt  Gouveia  leads  the 
team  with  186.5  defensive  points. 
Tackle  Jason  Buck,  who  has.recorded 
10.5  quarterback  sacks  this  season, 
pulls  up  in  second  with  170  points. 

But  perhaps  the  , most  respected 
member  of  the  Cougar  defense  is  line¬ 
backer  Leon  White,  who  returned  an 
interception  for  a  TD  against  Utah 
State. 


Offensively,  quarterback  Robbie  fi 
Bosco  has  been  flawless  in  his  last  tw<  ib 
games,  passing  for  486  yards  and  l  teat'
